One feature of Britain’s general 


noticed holds, it seems to us, a les- 
son for most countries. The lesson 
of the value of free speech. 

For as long as we can remember 
Hyde Park and Trafalgar Square 
have been synonymous with free 
speech. There, at any time and un- 
der all circumstances, any. man, 
whether he was an atheist, agnostic, 
Communist, nihilist, or anarchist, or 
whether he preached the end of the 
“orld or the setond coming, could 
orate to his heart’s content. Speech 
was as free as air. 

The Communists took full advant- 
age of this. They spoke unendingly 
at Hyde Park and Trafalgar Square, 
spoke at almost every street corner 
in every British city, went up and 
down the land with their orations and 
their pamphlets, published their own 
newspaper, got the use of the radio, 
put up candidates for Parliament. 

With what result? On July 25 the 
British Communist party elected two 
candidates. Two. Two in a Parlia- 
ment of 645 members. 

What this proves, it seems to us, 
is that the best way to kill a false 


‘or foolish ism is to subject it to the 


gt 


light; to let its prophets talk—to 
subject their proposition to competi- 
tion in the free markets of ideas. 
That has been and is the British 
idea, and we think it sensible. It is 
not merely more in keeping with the 
true spirit of liberty; it is the more 
effective. way of preserving liberty. 
Canada, where devotion to free 
speech is too often more theoretic 
than real, might think the matter 
over.—Ottawa Journal.

| HOW CROP ROTATIONS PAY 


Experimental Farm News 


‘There is a common belief that 
the rotating of crops is not profit- 
able on the Canadian prairies, al- 
though considered essential in 
eastern Canada and Europe. Inves- 
tigations at the Brandon Experi- 
mental Farm and on dominion sub- 
stations in /Manitoba has definitely 
proved thal the alternating of mix- 
tures of grasses and legumes with 
grain crops and periodic summer- 
fallows is more profitable than 
alternating grain and summerfal- 
low, says M. J. Tinline, superin- 
tendent at the Brandon farm. 

In the first place weeds can be 
controlled with much less culti- 
vation where the land is in sod. for 
two years out of six “than where 
only grain is grown, The growing 
of the two crops reduces labor in 
seeding, and lengthens the har- 
vest season because the hay can 
be removed in July and grain in 
August and September; also the 
period for preparing the land for 
crop is extended. Sod land can 
‘be broken in early. June, thus re- 
verting to the practice so profit- 
able to the pioneer settlers. Culti- 
vation of the sod land can often 
be done when wet weather makes 
the working of ordinary fine tex- 
tured summerfallow difficult. 

Farm planning is: greatly sim- 
plified once a good rotation is es- 
tablished. However, changing from 
grain’ growing to systematic crop- 
ping creates a number of problems 
that have to be solved, The staff at 
the Brandon experimental farm 
will be prepared.during the com- 
ing winter to plan rotations for 
farmers who. furnish the necessary 
details regarding their. farms, 


tio.
